CONFLICTING STORIES 
OF WRECK ARE GIVEN 


Landers Was Driving 
With Wife Seated Be- 
side Him, With Baby in 
Lap, When Crash Came: 


Mr. and Mrs. J. O. Landers, of 
Hiapeville, and their i°-months-old 
baby, Floyd, al} are dead, while an 
11-year-old son, Will, and his 13-year- 
old chum, Buddy Monroe, are uneon- 
scious .at Grady. hospital as the re- 
sult of injuries received when an out- 
bound East Point-Hapeville trolley car 
smashed head-on into the side of the 
Landers automobile between Lang 
and Whipple avenues, in Eagan Park, 
on the outskirts of Hupeville, about 
5:30 o'clock Sunday afterhoon. 

Three of the victims died at Grady 
hospital, to which they were rushed 
in an A. C., Hemperley (East Point) 
ambulance within a few minutes after 
the collision. The two yolng boys 
were still battling for life early this 
morning, Will Landers with a good 
chance for recovery and Buddy Mon- 
roe in hourly danger of death with a 
fractured skull, broken iez and possi- 
ble internal injuries. 

Wreck Stories Conflict. 

Conflicting statements as to the 
facts of the tragedy were issued Sun. 
day night, one by A, ©. Chappalear, 
in the starter’s office of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and 
based on aa investigation made by 
representatives of the street car com- 
pany, and one by Chief A. J. Wynne, 
of the Hapeville police force, whe 
made an investigation with the assist.

The power company version of the 
crash is that the Landers car emerged 
suddenly from underbrush on the side 
of the company’s private right-of-way 
between Lang and Whipple avenues, 
300 or more feet from any public thor.

3 KILLED, 2 HURT | 
IN ACCIDENT 


(Continued from First Page.) 
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Monroe, a widow of Hapeville, was 
on a pleasure ride during Sunday aft- 
ernoon, friends said. 

At the time of the collision Landers 
was driving, with Mrs. Landers sit- 
ting beside him in the front seat with 
the baby in her lap. The two small 
boys were ih the rear seat. 

It was apparent that the street car 
came upon them so suddenly that 
none of the occupants of the doomed 
car had a chance to jump. The Land- 
ers boy was knocked clear of the au- 
tomobile at the first impact, but 
other occupants were dragged with 
the machine for varying distances, 
heing mangled as. the car crumpied 
under the pressure from the trolley 
until they, too, were hurled free along 
the side of the track. 

The automobile was a total wreck. 

“Impossible To Stop.” 

Motorman LL. L. Brooks and Con- 
ductor J. D. Turner, the crew of the 
trolley, stated that the automobile 
had appeared so suddenly on the track 
that it was impossible to stop in time 
to avoid the collision. The motorman 
applied air brakes and emergency 
brakes, he said, and brought his car 
to a dead stop within a car's length 
after the impact with the automobile. 

The motorman said that the car 
was traveling at its ordinary rate of 
speed and was about midway between 
the Leng avenue and the Whipple 
avenue stops when he saw the auto- 
mobile in front of him, apparently 
having driven onto the tracks from a 
vacant field through which no public 
or private road ran. 

None of the victims of the eollision 
regained consciousness long enough to 
explain their presence on the tracks. 

Mr. Landers, who was the first of 
the injured to die, suffered a frac- 
tured skull, two broken legs, crushed 
chest and internal injuries.

Merchant Shot, 
Negro Is Killed 
In Store Robbery 


Americus, Ga., September 7.— 
(Special.) —- Nick Sakadelis,  well- 
known Americus Greek merchant, is 
in a serious condition at a_ hospital 
here, and James Williams, negro, is 
dead as the result of an attempted 
burgiary at the Seaboard § grocery 
here early Sunday morning. Saka- 
delis is guffering from a bullet wound 
in his abdomen, inflicted by Williams 
just before the negro was shot to 
death by a shotgun in the hands of 
the Greek. 

The entire load from Sakadelis’ 
weapon, a 20-bore shotgun of close 
bore, entered the negro’s breast di- 
rectly over the heart and caused in- 
stant death. According to the story 
told police officers some time ago by 
Saka‘lelis, thieves have entered his 
grocery and soda fountain near the 
Seaboard passenger station several 
times recently, stealing small 
amounts in cash and an_ undeter- 
mined quartity of merchandise on 
each cecasion. These intrusions were 
reported to the police, and it is said | 
Sakadelis was advised by the officers | 
to watch his store closely. 

Saturday night at the usual clos | 
ing hour, Sakadelis closed his doors | 
and iemained inside the _ building. | 
Shortly after midnight, he heard a |’ 
window open, and Williams appear- | 
e] in the store. Stealthily, the ne- 
gro groped his way in the dafkness 
toward the eash register, which he 
had nearly reached when Sakadelis 
commanded him to halt. Williams 
apparently heeded the command, and 
Sakadelis moved to the telephone, 
preparing to notify police headquar- 
ters, 

As he lowered his gun, Williams 
figed, the bullet striking Sakadelis in 
the abdomen. Although stunned by 
the tbullet, Sakadelis regained his 
shotgun and fired, the charge striking 
Williams and causing instant death. 

Williams, as he fe]l, fired another 
shot at Sakadelis, and his weapon 
was found beside the body when of- 
ficers, summoned by the wounded 
merehant, reached the scene The 
dead negrv formerly was employed at 
the Americus fire department, and re- 
eently served as chanffeur for a well- 
known family here, having been con- | 
sidered a trustworthy negro by those | 
who knew him.

Under the title “The Land of 
Dairy Destiny,” Craddock Goins, 
formerly a member of The Consti- 
tution staff, writes the leading ar- 
ticle in the September The Field 
Illustrated, high-class national | 
farm magazine of New York.

Since the above has been written 
it will be gratifying to the author to 
know that Georgia’s diversified 
farm program, with tobacco cul- 
ture a new and vigorous contender 
aS a money ‘crop, has attracted 
scores of North Carolina farmers 
into this state as permanent set- 
tlers. Despite the great prosperity 
of the old north state—and it is 
one of the most progressive and 
prosperous in the whole country— 
the fact is, the movement c: Caro- 
lina farmers to Georgia today is 
almost a sensation. And the greater 
opportuntiy for diversification, with 
ample home markets, is respon- 
Sbile. 

Mr. Goins concludes his article 
with an eloquent thought— 

“Progress this year is more rapid 
than at any time in history. Cows 
are going southward at a rapid rate. 
Every day sees a shipment of pure- 
bred animals from the breed farms of 
the middle west, the north or the east. 
Thousands and thousands of dollars 
will exchange hands in these trans- 
actions this year. Next year will find 
the movement even more extensive. 
The boll weevil has done his work 
well. He was merciless in a great 
mission of kindness, determined to 
check the ruinous cotton tide at all 
costs.” 


The people of Georgia are per- 
haps less appreciative of the oppor- 
tunities before them than those of 
other states and sections, 

When the biennial session bill is 
ratified and Georgians can be re- 
lieved of its average of politics, this 
state will move to its top place 
again and become, indeed and in 
truth, the Empire State of the 
South. 

The Field Illustrated is due much 
appreciation from our people for 
the attention given to this feature, 
which is of much interest to the 
whole south as illustrating how the 
ravage of the boll weevil is being 
overcome by diversification.

Paris, September 7.—Parig was go- 
ing home from work when I left our 
quarters in Place Vendome for a stroll 
before dinner. Shop girls and midi- 
nettes, over emed. powdered and 
buvyant filled the narrow streets.
